Strasbourg is used for only 12 plenary sessions of 
four days each per year - that’s 48 days of the year. 

It stands empty for the rest of the time. 

For every Strasbourg week 100 tons of paper work 
goes from Brussels to Strasbourg and then back, with 
the movement of personnel which costs £100 million 
every year. Brussels is the real centre of activity but 
there are still only 12 plenary days and 66 committee 
days there per year. 

EU supporters claim that we stand to lose 3.7 million 
jobs on leaving the EU. Not true, we would only lose 
those jobs if we stopped trading in the EU, which would 
not happen. They sell more to us than we do to them; 
we are their best customer and they are not mad. 

Would Mercedes Benz refuse to sell us their expensive 
cars, would the French stop selling us their wine? 


UKIP says we should save our money for what we want 
to do with it, continue to trade with EU countries, 
cooperate over issues of common interest, but let’s get 
out of this political madhouse. 

In his 1993 election communication Tony Blair pledged,

Inquiry to see 
how sacked 
nurse got job 
at authority 

A COUNCIL has started an inter¬ 
nal inquiry into how a former 
nurse - sacked for making a series 
of alleged racist comments at a 
previous job - came to be 
employed as an anti-social behav¬ 
iour officer. 

The Herald & Post revealed last 
month that Susan Horton was 
working for Wellingborough 
Borough Council after she was 
fired from Northamptonshire 
Healthcare NHS Trust in 2007, 
which runs St Mary’s Hospital in 
Kettering and Berrywood Hospital 
in Northampton, after a series of 
racist allegations came to light 
and were referred to the Nursing 
and Midwifery Council (NMC).

Turbine plans are 
met with hot air

A COUNCILLOR has described a 
scheme for a new wind farm near to a 
Northamptonshire village ‘absolutely 
horrendous.’ 

Plans for nine, 90 metres wind tur¬ 
bines to the east of Roade, announced 
by Wind Prospect Developments 
Limited (WPDL), were handed into 
South Northamptonshire Council (SNC) 
earlier this week. 

However the ward councillor for 
Blisworth and Roade has vigorously 
opposed the proposals. 

Cllr Sally Townsend said: “It’s 
absolutely horrendous, and I will be 
representing my ward to do what we 
can. 

“I don’t support them, as they are 
expensive to build and they don’t gener¬ 
ate much electricity - most of the ones I 
see just stand still.” 

However, the company developing the 
turbines believes there will be limited 
impact on local communities due to its 
proximity with the Ml. 

Alastair Smith, development and 
planning manager at WPDL, said: 
“Following an extensive series of tech¬ 
nical and environmental investigations 
stretching over more than a year, we 
have demonstrated that this site is ide¬ 
ally suited to the creation of a wind 
farm and we hope that the SNC 
Planning Committee will support our 
proposal. 


“The site is significantly distant from 
large conurbations and already experi¬ 
ences a significant level of visual and 
noise intrusion caused by the Ml.” 

The Ml Wind Farm application is 
strongly supported by Blisworth-based 
environmental specialists Buttonwood 
Marketing. 

Managing director Graham Meller, a 
Shutlanger resident, said: “This is a won¬ 
derful opportunity to create a local 
source of clean renewable energy and I 
would urge as many people as possible 
to support the proposal because it will 
help to reduce the pollution and climate 
effects of burning fossil fuels.” 

It is not just villages in South 
Northamptonshire that are unhappy 
with the potential wind farms. 

Residents in Winwick, another village 
threatened by wind farms, protested 
against energy firm E.ON last weekend, 
by burning an effigy of a wind turbine 
on their Guy Fawkes night bonfire. 

In August, 700 people turned out to 
protest against a potential seven 
turbine farm. 

Winwick protester Phillip Bradbury 
said: “We think E.ON has got a flaming 
cheek wanting to erect their monstrosi¬ 
ties in the middle of a beautiful 
landscape such as the 
Northamptonshire Uplands. 

“To say we are hot under the collar 
about this desecration of our country¬ 
side is an absolute understatement. 

“Make no mistake, we are fighting

Hospital staff are ‘rude’ 
according to new report

NORTHAMPTON General Hospital staff 
are amongst the ‘rudest’ in the country 
according to new figures. 

A report, received following a Freedom 
of Information request, asked every hos¬ 
pital in the UK how many complaints 
had been made against staff for poor 
attitude and behaviour. 

The data released from the hospital 
shows that patients and visitors made 
106 complaints last year, the 30th worst 
in the country. 


Top of the pile was Leicester Royal 
Infirmary, which received 275 
complaints. 

Northampton General Hospital has said 
that it takes the complaints very serious¬ 
ly and has acted to reduce the number 
they receive. 

Fiona Barnes, NGH interim director of 
nursing, said: “We take all complaints 
extremely seriously and we are working 
very hard to reduce these to the lowest 
possible level. 

“Earlier this year we introduced patient 
care rounds, where staff check every 
patient on every ward every hour to see if 


they need a drink, whether they need the 
toilet, can reach their buzzer, are com¬ 
fortable and so on. 

“This more structured approach to the 
care we provide is being welcomed by 
patients. 

“Complaints about staff attitude and 
behaviour have reduced significantly this 
year - 51 so far in 2011 compared with a 
total of 106 for the whole of 2010 - and we 
hope to continue to improve on that. 

“It’s very important to us that people 
feel that our staff are looking after them 
and are there to help.”

LAVA IGNITE ‘CRUSH’ LATEST 


Second death following club incident 


TRIBUTES have been paid to the second woman who died 
following a ‘crush’ at a Northampton nightclub last month. 

Laurene-Danielle Jackson, who was known as Danni, a 
19-year-old student from Wembley, died on Sunday at 
Leicester Glenfield Hospital from the injuries she sus¬ 
tained at Lava Ignite on October 19. 

Twenty-two-year-old Nabila Nanfuka died last month 
immediately after a ‘crush’ at the club. 

Friends left messages to the popular teen on Twitter fol¬ 
lowing Ms Jackson’s death. 

Jesse Mensah said: “I will never ever forget you. You were 
a great and kind person. I will always love you forever!” 

Chuka Ebinum said: “R.I.P Laurene you’re an angel! May 
your soul rest in peace.” 

Mike Larbi said: “I refuse to watch the news. In my eyes 
you’re still with me, next to me smiling. We will catch up 
soon, I miss you so much. The pain is unbearable. Hope 
you’re watching over me. Love you x” 

Northampton Borough Council will review the license 
for the premises next week. 

Council leader David Mackintosh said: “It’s terrible that a 
young woman with her whole life ahead of her should die 
in this way. My heart goes out to her family. 

“We will continue to support Northamptonshire Police 
as they investigate the circumstances that have led now to 
two tragic deaths.” 

A spokesman for the nightclub said: “Everyone at Lava 
Ignite is devastated to hear of the second tragic loss of life 
following the incident that occurred during the early hours 
of Wednesday, October 19 at the Lava Ignite nightclub in 
Northampton. 

“The club management and staff continue to co-operate 
fully with the local police to find out exactly what hap¬ 
pened. 

“The thoughts of everyone at Lava Ignite are with the 
family of all those involved at this time.” 

Last week the administrators for Luminar, which owns 
the club, announced the venue would be closed as part of 
the company’s restructuring. 



Cops make plea for footage from the night 


UNIVERSITIES across the UK have 
been contacted by Northamptonshire 
Police as they investigate the death of 
Nabila Nanfuka. 

The 22-year-old University of 
Northampton student was ‘crushed’ as 
she scrambled to the exit of a town 
centre night club. 

The night she died young people from 
universities including Luton, Leicester, 
Kent, Coventry, Birmingham, 
Hertfordshire and Manchester, attend¬ 
ed the student rave at Lava Ignite. 

Police have made repeated pleas for 
anyone who attended the event at the 
night club to come forward with infor¬ 
mation along with pictures or videos 
they might have taken on their mobile 
phones. 

A spokesman said: “We have had 
over 100 people come forward but are 
keen to trace as many as possible of 
those attending. 


“They have given their versions of 
that evening. 

“We are still actively seeking any 
footage of the incident that people 
may have on their phones or cameras 
and have been in contact with the stu¬ 
dent unions and press offices of the 
universities we know were attending 
the event. 

“We still want to speak to as many 
people as possible and would never 
stop appealing for witnesses.” 

An appeal for information was also 
made at the opening of the inquest 
into the death of Nabia Nanfuka last 
month. 

During the inquest, Her Majesty’s 
Coroner for Northamptonshire, Anne 
Pember described Miss Nanfuka’s 
death which happened on October 19, 
as ‘very sad’. 

Mrs Pember said: “I would ask any¬ 
one who can assist, who took pictures 


on their mobile phones to come 
forward.” 

The inquest, which lasted about five 
minutes, heard Miss Nanfuka had died 
as a result of traumatic crush asphyx¬ 
ia. The inquest was adjourned for a 
date yet to be fixed 

CCTV coverage from the nightclub 
has been recovered, however the 
police are still urging anyone with 
mobile phone video footage or photo¬ 
graphs to provide them with any 
material they may have.

A group of children were playing 
when the girl went to stroke the dog, 


which was running around off its lead 
in the company of a man aged in his 
20s. 

The youngster was then bitten on 
the right side of her face, which later 
required three stitches. 

The man walking the dog is 
described as white and was wearing a 
grey tracksuit top, jeans and a 
baseball cap. The dog was a black- 
and-brindle Staffordshire Bull Terrier.

“This is the UK’s moment to shine and I 
want to encourage people in 
Northamptonshire to start planning how 
they can be part of this once in a lifetime 
opportunity and show their support for 
the inspirational Torchbearers chosen to 
carry the Olympic Flame as we count 
down to the start of the Olympic Games.” 

The 70 day Olympic Torch Relay starts 
at Land’s End, on May 19, 2012.

THE public may have an opin¬ 
ion. 

So a major reason behind 
David Palethorpe’s demise was 
his honest answer to a simple 
question, when he said he per¬ 
sonally would not rule out city 
status for Northampton if it was 
good for the town. 

So why was he stabbed in the 
back by other members of the 
Conservative Group on the bor¬ 
ough council? 

Well it does not come as a sur¬ 
prise to me, as the Conservative 
Group vetoed a cross party 
agreement to consult with the 
public and businesses on their 
views on making an application 
alongside Corby, Luton and 
Milton Keynes. 

These towns have all applied 
for city status as part of the 
Queen's Jubilee celebration. 
They may not be successful, but 
they have the ambition to pro¬ 
mote their location because of 
their belief that city status 
would bring economic benefits 
to their area. 


When David Kennedy, the bor¬ 
ough chief executive, received 
the application information 
earlier this year, he consulted 
with all group leaders and there 
was agreement that we should 
actively seek the views of the 
public and local businesses. 

Although the borough would 
have to submit the application, 
it was agreed by all party leaders 
that the application should not 
be promoted by the borough 
council, as it was in 2001, and it 
should not be allowed to 
become an election issue in May. 

The Conservative Group sub¬ 
sequently withdrew from this 
agreement, because some of 
their members did not agree 
with the idea of city status. 

The issue is not about whether 
you believe that city status 
would be good or bad for 
Northampton, but who should 
have the opportunity to express 
an opinion. 

In this case backbench 
Conservative councillors - and 
there were only 17 in the group 


at the time - vetoed any further 
progress and prevented the 
views of Northampton’s popula¬ 
tion of more than 210,000 being 
heard. 

Perhaps this is what Councillor 
Palethorpe meant when he 
referred to his group as ‘inward¬ 
looking’, to the detriment of 
Northampton’s interests. 

Fast-forward a few months 
and the same group, now with a 
few more councillors, has decid¬ 
ed that the leader of the bor¬ 
ough council should be replaced 
for the ‘crime’ of giving an hon¬ 
est answer. So much for democ¬ 
racy.

Bairs tow eves 
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Teen jailed after 
raping ‘drunk’ girl

A CHURCH-GOING man who 
raped a ‘drunk’ girl after a 
Hallowe’en party in 
Northampton has been jailed for 
more than five years. 

Enoch Sutherland, 18, of Mortor 
Pit Road, Northampton, lured the 
17-year-old girl, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, to some 
steps behind the venue in the 
town where he raped her in 
October last year. 

Sutherland was jailed for five 
years and four months at 
Northampton Crown Court on 
Monday. He had previously 
pleaded guilty at a hearing last 
month. 

Prosecuting Tohn Lloyd-lones 
said that the girl had attended the 
party with friends and had used a 
fake ID to buy alcohol at the bar. 

The party had ended early after 
organisers were worried that it 
was becoming out of hand. 

Mr Lloyd-lones said: “Many 
friends offered her a lift home or 
to get a taxi but she wanted to stay 
hoping the party would restart.” 

The court heard how she was 



then approached by a group of 
young men that included 
Sutherland, who began to make 
sexual remarks to her before tak¬ 
ing her behind a building. 
Sutherland then led her away to 
some nearby stairs where he 
raped her. 

Mr Lloyd-lones said: “Three 
members of staff were outside 
having a cigarette when they 
heard a female crying and went 
over to investigate. 

“When they got close to the 


stairs they saw the defendant 
walking away, before finding the 
girl.” 

Sutherland was arrested in the 
town centre later that night. 

Mitigating Richard Holloway 
said that Sutherland was a man of 
previous good character, who was 
due to study computer science at 
the University of Westminster 
before the attack. Mr Holloway 
also handed the judge references 
from the church he attended. 

He said: “In old fashioned 
terms, this young man took 
advantage of this girl when she 
was drunk. This offence was com¬ 
pletely out of character and he 
has made one serious mistake in 
his young life.” 

Sentencing Sutherland to 64 
months imprisonment, Recorder 
Michael Elsom said: “It was blind¬ 
ingly obvious that this girl was 
very drunk. 

“She regretfully had had too 
much to drink, but she is entitled 
to be protected by the law as 
someone who is stone cold sober. 

“You forced yourself on this 
young girl and at the end of the 
day that must have been a very 
degrading experience.”

Ms Horton has resigned from her 
post as a Community Safety 
Officer, which includes oversee¬ 
ing anti-social behaviour prob¬ 
lems, and that the council’s chief 
executive is now launching an 
internal investigation into her 
recruitment to see ‘what lessons 
can be learnt.’ 

It is not known if the former 
nurse’s resignation was linked to 
the allegations where she faced a 
total of 77 charges along with 
another nurse, Sarah Cullum, 


most of which relate to racism. A 
hearing at the NMC last month 
heard how the nurse called a black 
member of staff a ‘gorilla,’ ‘Scary 
Mary’ and in the presence of other 
members of staff said that two 
African nurses were ‘jabbering 
away in their gobbledygook.’ 

At the time Wellingborough 
Council said that it was aware of 
the allegations that were made 
against Susan Horton and the 
associated hearing by the Nursing 
and Midwifery Council. 

They said that they could not 


discuss the circumstances 
around the individual appoint¬ 
ment processes but since being 
employed at the authority they 
had their fullest confidence in her 
conduct and performance. 

The H&P approached the coun¬ 
cil about Susan Horton’s resigna¬ 
tion but they said that they were 
unable to comment. 

A spokeswoman said: “The 
council is unable to comment 
upon the personal circumstances 
of individuals as it would be a 
breach of Data Protection.”

The detailed process 


FOR a moment imagine a car 
crash is like a 1,000 piece jigsaw. 

The pieces are scattered all over 
the place and it is your job to put 
them back together. 

This is what Northamptonshire 
Police’s Collision Investigation 
Team (CIT) has to do each time 
it attends the scene of an acci¬ 
dent. 

There are eight forensic colli¬ 
sion investigators and two inves¬ 
tigation officers who take state¬ 
ments and build up the file on 
the incident. 

When the team arrives it initial¬ 
ly follows the Road Death 
Investigation Manual as it has to 
treat every road death as a 
murder. 

The investigators have to study 
the scene of the accident and 
consider a number of elements, 
including looking at where each 
vehicle ended up, where the 
casualties were found, what dis¬ 
tance a pedestrian was thrown as 
a result of an impact and how 
any people became trapped. 

The CIT deals with all fatal and 
very serious road collisions with¬ 
in the county and investigates 
the circumstances surrounding 
them by examining the scene, 
gathering and interpreting 
events leading up to the collision 
and providing photos and evi¬ 
dence to assist with prosecu¬ 
tions. 

The team are all holders of a 
City and Guilds or university 
qualification in Forensic 
Collision Investigation. 

They are qualified to conduct 
in-depth vehicle examinations 


POLICE only get one 
chance to put together 
all the details from the 
scene of a vehicle crash. 
It is a meticulous 
process but one where 
everything has to be 
gathered first time. 
Reporter LAWRENCE 
JOHN spoke to PC Keith 
Millard about how this 
work is carried out 

and are experts in vehicle elec¬ 
tronics and dynamics. This 
allows them to interpret infor¬ 
mation extracted from the vehi¬ 
cles’ computer systems and visit 
scenes to measure and plot 
physical data from marks on the 
road. 

This ability allows them to 
calculate the speed of the vehi¬ 
cles before the collision. 

One of the officers involved in 
the CIT is PC Keith Millard (pic¬ 
tured). He has been a police offi¬ 
cer for 23 years and has been 
part of the Collision 
Investigation Team since 1997. 

Explaining how the team 
progresses, he said: “We measure 
everything in situ and take 
pictures. 

“We survey the scene and draw 
a picture of what has happened. 

“All this work can take many 
hours and that is why people get 



held up for so long as we only 
have one chance to gather all the 
evidence. 

“We work closely with a 
Sergeant who is the main investi¬ 
gating officer and he is guided by 
what we need to do if a death 
had occurred. 

“If someone has died a Family 
Liaison Officer is appointed to 
deliver the message to the next 
of kin. 

“The vehicles are removed and 
a detailed examination of them 
takes place at a later date. 

“We see if they have any

defects. Motor accidents and not 
always clear cut. We do take our 
time to ponder and consider all 
possibilities - it is very methodi¬ 
cal.” 

The CIT is given all the witness 
statements and use this with all 
the other information to try to 
discover what happened and 
why. 

They check absolutely every¬ 
thing and in the final report 
include details if any mobile 
phones were being used when 
they shouldn’t be, if any drugs or 
alcohol were in a dead person’s 


body, the speed of the vehicle 
and even if the break lights were 
working. 

A copy is sent to the Crown 
Prosecution Service and if they 
believe there has been a death or 
deaths caused by dangerous 
driving it will go straight to court 
with no inquest being held. 

PC Millard explained if it did go 
to crown or magistrates’ court, 
then members of the CIT are 
called as expert witnesses. 

This is something which other 
police officers cannot do. 

They attend the whole trial as if 


anyone changes their evidence 
they are allowed to alter their 
report. 

The CIT team has to be impar¬ 
tial in what it does even though 
it is connected to the police. 

It asks questions on behalf of 
the family and in some cases can 
provide comfort by explaining 
what has actually happened. 

But the CIT team not only deals 
with road accidents - it also does 
work in the field of casualty 
reduction. 

Members speak to drivers aged 
16 and above on Car Kraft ses¬ 
sions at Silverstone. They warn 
them about the Fatal Four - the 
four main reasons for car crash¬ 
es: alcohol, seatbelts, speed and 
mobile phones. 

As well as this they speak to the 
haulage industry about the work 
it does and what evidence they 
can get from the tachographs in 
the cabs. 

Their work seems to be paying 
off as 34 people were killed on 
the road in Northamptonshire in 
2009 and this reduced to 25 in 
2010. The number killed and 
seriously injured on the roads in 
the county in 2009 was 392 and 
in 2010 the figure was 298. 

They are also called upon to 
investigate if any police vehicle is 
involved in an accident. 

They are asked to deal with 
incidents where a vehicle is 
involved, like an accident in a 
work yard and involving a vehi¬ 
cle like a van, or fork lift. 

And they assist CID by drawing 
a detailed plan at a murder 
scene.

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Renewed appeal to locate 
woman missing for 18 years

A NORTHAMPTONSHIRE father 
has made a heartfelt appeal for 
information about his daughter 
who has been missing for 18 
years. 

Eric Cheesman made his plea 
for information about his daugh¬ 
ter, Jaime Cheesman, on the 18th 
anniversary of her disappearance. 

Even after this time, her family 
are desperate for news of her and 
hope she will make contact with 
police. 

They believe Jaime (pictured) 
may have adopted a traveller 
lifestyle and remain convinced she 
was seen in the Wellingborough 
area a couple of times in the 1990s, 
but the police have found no trail 
for her since she disappeared. 

Jaime grew up with her parents 
in Wellingborough and attended 
Christopher Hatton School in 
Wellingborough and later Lings 
School in Northampton. 

She had a poor attendance 
record at school and regularly 
played truant in the later years. 

Jaime was popular and had 
many friends both in and out of 
school. She enjoyed writing let¬ 
ters to keep in touch with friends. 

She also made a number of 
friends who were part of the trav¬ 
eller communities in 
Wellingborough, Northampton 
and Irchester. 

Mr Cheesman, now in his 60s, 
said: “We would really like to hear 



from Jaime or anyone who knows 
what’s happened to her over the 
past J8 years. 

“She was an outgoing girl with 
quite a few friends and someone 
must know something.” 

Jaime was T6 when she was 
reported missing on November 8, 
J993 after staying with friends in 
Grimsby. 

Media appeals at the time led to 
a number of unconfirmed sight¬ 
ings, but none of these were ever 
corroborated. 

Checks of official records have 
also failed to locate her and she is 
officially recorded as a missing 
person. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Martin Kinchin, of 

Northamptonshire Police, who is 
leading the appeals for informa¬ 
tion, said: “Jaime has now been 
missing for 18 years and obvious¬ 
ly I will have concerns for her wel¬ 


fare until she is found. Jaime was 
16 when she went missing, so 
would now be 34 and her life 
might have changed dramatically. 

“Obviously at 34 Jaime is not 
going to be taken home like a 
child, but her family would des¬ 
perately like to know she is safe 
and happy, if nothing else. 

“There is no known reason for 
Jaime not to have made contact 
with her family. 

“However, after her disappear¬ 
ance, two rumours circulated: 
one she was pregnant and anoth¬ 
er she had decided to live a trav¬ 
eller lifestyle. 

“If Jaime was pregnant her child 
would now be about 17 years old. 

“Jaime’s appearance will have 
changed over 18 years and even 
people who knew her well might 
find it difficult to confidently 
recognise her now. 

“For this reason I am not 
appealing for sightings of Jaime, 
by people who don't know her. 
Instead I would appeal for any¬ 
body and everybody who has ever 
known Jaime to contact me, even 
if they have been spoken to by us 
before.” 

Jaime, or anyone who knows her 
whereabouts now or has any 
information, is asked to call 
Northamptonshire Police on 101, 
or Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111. 

Alternatively, Jaime, or anyone 
who knew her or knows her, can 
contact DCI Kinchin by e-mail on 
martin.kinchin@northants.pnn.

MP’s support for 
under-pressure 
home secretary

A NORTHAMPTON MP 
has given his backing to 
the home secretary after 
grilling her about a lack 
of security at UK borders. 

Michael Ellis, MP for 
Northampton North, was 
sitting on the Home 
Affairs committee on 
Tuesday when he asked 
questions to Theresa May 
about the fact that immi¬ 
gration checks were 
relaxed earlier this year. 

Over the weekend the 
Home Secretary was 
forced to admit that she 
had no idea how many 
people may have got into 
the country illegally. 

However having queried 
the minister about the 
error, Mr Ellis has said he 
supports the under-pres¬ 
sure home secretary. 

Mr Ellis (pictured) said: 
“The pilot scheme intro¬ 
duced saw a common 
sense approach to border 
checks, that saw groups of 
children or families avoid 


some of the more detailed 
checks, but obviously it 
would be down to border 
officer’s discretion. 

“It seems though that 
some senior people have 
gone beyond what was 
sanctioned in a way that 
was not deemed by minis¬ 
ters.” 

Mr Ellis believes that the 
blame lays squarely at the 
hands of Brodie Clark, the 
head of the UK Border 
Force, who resigned yes¬ 
terday, but insisted that he 
believed Mrs May was 


doing a good job. 

He said: “Although the 
home secretary has over¬ 
all responsibility, when we 
have people who are 
being paid a six figure 
sum to operate border 
control you have got to 
expect them to follow the 
minister’s decisions. 

“We have been taking 
measures to close the 
open border that existed 
under Labour, Theresa 
May can hold that up as 
an achievement but more 
work needs to be done.”

£5.5m revamp project 
underway at academy

WORK on the £5.5m internal 
refurbishment of the Malcolm 
Arnold Academy in 

Northampton is well on the way. 

All the steelwork is now in place 
in the atrium where GSS

It’s a real winter 
of discontent... 


NOW is the winter of our 
discontent 

Remember July? 

A month of potentially, warm 
weather, early sunrises, late 
sunsets and, cynics have 
suggested, a perfect month to 
start switching off street lights in 
Northampton and across 
Northamptonshire. 

Onward now to November, the 
clocks have gone back an hour, our 
normal early evening pattern of 
activity has been plunged into 
darkness, collecting children from 
school, children walking home 
from school, coming home from 
work, early evening shopping, all 
activities that need good lighting. 
Insurance giant Aviva recently 
warned that darker nights bring 
more crime. 

But let’s not forget all those 
services that are vital to support 
our communities - doctors, nurses, 
social services carers, Macmillan 
staff, who look after the vulnerable 
and elderly who may need care at 
all times of the day and during the 
dark. All are at risk now their 
working environment has been 
plunged into darkness. 

Right from the beginning the 
Liberal Democrats have opposed 
the light switch off and even found 
the monies in our alternative 
budget to keep the lights on. 

Conservative councillors happily 
voted for the lights switch off, even 


applauding their own budget cuts. 

Residents have told me they feel 
like they’re back in the dark ages 
and they’re right. I have heard from 
many elderly too worried to go out 
at night, of a fear of an increase in 
crime, accidents, even people 
thinking of giving up their jobs 
because they’re too frightened to 
walk home along dark streets. 

This is no way to run a civilised 
county and to protect its citizens 
from harm. The lights need to be 
back on and back on now. 

Conservatives listen to the 
communities you claim to 
represent and switch the lights on 
now. 

The Winter of Discontent has 
reached over the road to the 
Northampton Borough Council as 
well, at least for the ruling 
Conservatives. 

Indeed you could say the first 
victim of the dark nights was the 
former Conservative Leader, Cllr 
David Palethorpe, who was brutally 


dispatched of by a so called gang 
of six of his own group last week. 

Cllr Palethorpe himself offers 
some interesting views as to why 
we are suffering this winter of 
discontent. In a no holds barred 
blog he attacked the Conservative 
administration at County Hall 
saying, “Woe betide anyone who 
actually questions or exposes their 
weak leadership and management 
which has led to the need for them 
to make swinging cuts to essential 
services over the next three years.” 

He goes on to say about the cuts 
in Northamptonshire that it’s 
“undeniable, however, that it is also 
down to a county council failure to 
manage their income and 
expenditure for political reasons 
who are now, because of the 
recession, in the position of being 
in economic meltdown.” 

Having served on the county 
council since the Conservatives 
took control, I have to say I 
completely agree with him.

Bairs taw eves 
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Service sees 
fall in missed 
appointments

NORTHAMPTON General Hospital has 
revealed that the number of wasted 
appointments has reduced by more 
than a quarter since a reminder service 
was introduced. 

The new project, which started in May, 
sees patients contacted seven days 
before their outpatient appointment. 

People have to confirm their identity 
before they are reminded about their 
appointment details and are asked to 
confirm, cancel or rearrange. Patients 
aged 70 and over are contacted by dedi¬ 
cated staff. 

Chris Pallot, director of planning and 
performance, said: “Our aim in setting 
up the appointment reminder service 
was to reduce the number of people not 
attending their appointment and reduce 
waiting times for patients. 

“Figures for the first four months of 
operation show that the number of 
people failing to attend their appoint¬ 
ment has reduced from over 9.4 per cent 
to 6.9 per cent - a reduction of more than 
a quarter. 

“This is good news because it helps us 


ensure as many patients as possible 
receive the care they require and it helps 
us to reduce waiting times. The 
reminders are helping to reduce those 
not attending, allowing those appoint¬ 
ment slots to be offered to other 
patients. 

“Every year, thousands of appoint¬ 
ments are wasted when patients fail to 
attend. Last year over 22,000 people did 
not arrive for their appointment and 
failed to let the hospital know that they 
would not be attending. 

“Providing the reminder service helps 
to remind patients who may have forgot¬ 
ten about their appointment to attend 
the hospital, or to cancel if they have 
decided it is no longer required. 

“Implementing the appointment 
reminder service helps us to ensure that 
all appointments are fully used and gives 
us an opportunity to bring forward 
patients if there are any cancellations, 
thereby reducing waiting times. 

“The service is completely free for 
patients, and the cost to the trust is very 
small compared to the amount of money 
wasted by missed appointments, which 
nationally cost the NHS millions of 
pounds every year.”

■ An Indian food theme at Rushden 
Community College and Magdalen 
College School in Brackley

fruit and vegetables as part of a 
balanced diet.

Comedian Joe

INTERVIEW 

IN THE words of Joe Pasquale when 
people come and see him he ‘does what 
it says on the tin’. 

The comedy world served up by the 50- 
year-old comic is suitable for both 
grannies and youngsters and this is 
something which he is extremely proud 
of. 

He described his latest live tour called 
Pull My Finger, which will be at The 
Castle in Wellingborough on November 
17, as two hours of lunacy. 

This lunacy, or more to the point, phys¬ 
ical comedy, is what Joe rates as being 
funny. 

If he had to go to a primary school one 
day and take clips of films to show the 
children what he felt was good comedy 
he said it would include Norman 
Wisdom, Tommy Cooper and the Three 
Stooges. 

His enjoyment of physical comedy 
even crept into a recent BBC nature pro¬ 
gramme. 

Taking up the tale, Joe said: “I was 
watching the Frozen Plant and the pen¬ 
guins were building their nests out of 
stones. 

“As one penguin put a stone down and 
then went down to the water to get 
another, some other penguin kept nick¬ 
ing his stones. 

“The penguin whose stones were being 
stolen kept looking around wondering 
where they had gone. 

“I laughed so hard I cried.” 

Joe might have a ‘day job’ in comedy 
but outside work he is studying for a 
geo-science degree with the Open 
University. 

He was recently back in the jungle for 
The Discovery Channel when he spent 
five days in Wild Guyana for a pro¬ 
gramme called Alone in the Wild. 

His jungle adventure was part of a 
‘bucket list’ he compiled as he turned 50 
this year. 

He said: “I have learnt to fly, I have got 
my pilots licence, I have parachuted out 
of an aeroplane, been back in the jungle 
and I want to see the Great Wall of China 
among other things.” 

One item which Joe treasures is a 
quartz crystal given to him by the late 
Bob Monkhouse.

“Although I have 25 years of experience 
in this business people ask how do I 
know what goes where? 

“I just do, it is gut instinct. 

“I have learnt not too take life too seri¬ 
ously as it is too short. 

“When I am putting on a show I am the 
producer and the director.”

Niggling question throughout ‘musical’ offering 

THEATRE 

THE GO-BETWEEN 


Royal Theatre, Northampton 

Until Saturday, November 19 

THIS claustrophobic, confusing 
coming-of-age story, set in the 
summer of 1900 and first told in 
novel form, has finally reached the 
stage as a musical nearly 60 years 
after it was written by LP Hartley. 

Actually, ‘musical’ is something 
of a misnomer, and the pro¬ 
gramme interview with composer 
Richard Taylor acknowledges this 
quite openly. 

Even he can’t find a proper term 
to describe this not-quite-sung- 
through piece, which uses lyrics, 
dialogue and a haunting grand 
piano to tell the tale of 12-year- 
old Leo Colston and his innocent 
embroilment in the secret, 
doomed love affair between the 
country house lady and the ten¬ 
ant farmer. 


For me, the term should really 
be ‘chamber opera’. There are no 
songs as such, little in the way of 
conventional melody, and the 
music is highly complex and 
dense.

Which is a shame, because the 
quality of the work being done on 
stage, and the sheer amount of 
time and effort that has been 
devoted to it, is of the highest 
order.

CHRISTMAS PUDDING 

by Nigel Slater as taken from the BBC food website, www.bbc.co.uk/food 


Ingredients 

350g/12V4OZ sultanas 
350g/12V4Oz raisins or currants 
150g/5V4Oz dried figs, chopped 
I25g/4V20Z candied peel 
i00g/3'/2Oz dried apricots 
75g/2V20z dark glace cherries, halved 
150ml/5fl oz brandy 
100g/3V2Oz ginger in syrup, chopped, 
plus 2 tbsp of the syrup 
2 apples or quinces, grated 
2 oranges, juice and zest 
6 eggs, beaten 
250g/8 3 /4Oz shredded suet 
350g/12V4Oz soft muscovado sugar 
250g/8 3 /4Oz fresh breadcrumbs 
175g/6V40z self-raising flour 

1 tsp mixed spice 

2 old sixpences or coins (optional) 


PREPARATION 



For this recipe you will need two 1.5 litre( 2 V 2 pint) plastic pudding basins 
with lids. 

Soak the sultanas, raisins, currants, figs, peel, apricots and cherries in the 
brandy overnight, giving it a good stir now and again. 

The following day, in a large bowl mix the ginger, syrup, apples 
or quinces, orange juice and zest with the eggs, suet, sugar,crumbs 
and flour. 

Stir in the soaked fruit and spice. 

Butter the two pudding basins and divide the mix between them. 

Add coins now if using. 

Cut two circles of greaseproof paper to cover the top of the pudding 
and fold a pleat down the centre to allow pudding to expand. 

Put lids on the basins and steam puddings for 3 ] /2 hours. 

Let puddings cool before removing greaseproof paper and 
covering tightly with cling film and lid. The puddings can 
now be stored in a cool, dry place until Christmas. 

To reheat, steam pudding for a further 3V2 hours, 
turn out and flame with brandy.

New Astra 1 VXR 


HOT on the heels of the recently 
launched GTC, these are the first 
official pictures of the new Astra 
VXR, which goes on sale next year 
and is set to become one of the 
most powerful cars in its class and 
the fastest production Astra in 
Vauxhall’s history. 

Based on the GTC’s platform and 
powered by a 2.0-litre turbocharged 
direct injection engine, the Astra 
VXR produces 280hp of power and 
a mighty 400Nm of torque, enough 
for it to achieve a top speed of 
155mph. 

But while the Astra VXR is based on 
the new GTC, it has benefited from 
a raft of bespoke chassis 
modifications, transforming it into a 
focused, high-performance coupe. 

Setting it apart from all other 
current Astras is a specially 
developed mechanical limited slip 
differential, which works on the front 
wheels. 

In conjunction with the GTC’s 
sophisticated HiPerStrut [High 
Performance Strut], the LSD 
provides the Astra VXR with 
exceptional lateral grip and traction 
through bends. 



Further changes to the chassis 
include brakes developed by 
competition supplier, Brembo, and 
standard fitment of Vauxhall’s fully 
adaptive FlexRide system. 

In the Astra VXR, FlexRide features 
not only a Sport button, but a VXR 
button, offering drivers the choice 
of two, more focused stages of 
damper, throttle and steering 
control. 

Much of the chassis sign-off was 
done at the Northern Loop 
[Nordschleife] of the Nurburgring, 
and was overseen by Le Mans 24- 
hour race winner, ‘Smokin’ Jo’ 
Winkelhock. 

“We have devised a great package 
that will convince even the most 


experienced and enthusiastic drivers 
- and not just on the Nurburgring,” 
said Winkelhock. 

Visual identifiers for the Astra GTC 
comprise a set of specially sculpted 
front and rear bumpers, side skirts, 
an aerodynamic roof spoiler and two 
exhaust tail pipes in a trapeze shape. 

Inside, the VXR’s cabin gets bespoke 
performance seats with embossed 
logos in the backs, a flat-bottomed 
VXR steering wheel and upgraded 
instruments. 

The UK is by far the Astra VXR’s 
biggest market in Europe, so sales 
interest in the car is set to be strong. 
More details, including pricing and 
on-sale dates, will be revealed early 
next year.

Clarke confident that Thomond Park Euro experience will tell

JON Clarke believes that Saints 
have made huge strides since their 
previous meetings with Munster as 
the two prepare to do battle again 
on Saturday. 

Their first season back in Euro¬ 
pean rugby’s most prestigious club 
tournament two years ago saw 
them placed in the same pool - as 
well as meeting in the quarter finals 
- and once again they were drawn 
together for the latest edition. 

Saints centre Clarke played in all 
of those games and as one of the 
senior players is well placed to 
assess how the squad have 
developed over that time. 

He said: “They’ve got a good 
record, but we improved the 
season after we played Munster. 

“We played them three times and 


I think as a team we’re slowly 
improving. You never know - it’s 
always on the day. 

“They’ve got good players, there 
are certain guys in certain positions 
that lead the team and we’ve got to 
be at our best. We’ve got to improve 
on the weeks that have gone, and 
we have got to be strong in defence 
and good in attack. It’s just about 
running hard and hitting your tack¬ 
les. Especially with the noise levels, 
it’s just communication because it 
gets noisy out there. It’s quite a 
vocal stadium and they have got 
amazing fans. The volume rises 
and you’ve got to make sure you’re 
always talking to each other. 

“It’s always the little things in 
these big games. You don’t worry 
too much about the extra stuff, that 
comes in as long as you are doing 
the basics.” 

Those last meetings saw 


Northampton win a thriller in the 
opening game at Franklin’s 
Gardens before being edged out at 
Thomond Park. 

The Saints then had to travel to 
Limerick again in the last eight and 
they led at half time - thanks to a 
try from Clarke - before going 
down 33-19. 

Two years on though, Northamp¬ 
ton come into this game having 
finished runners-up to Leinster last 
season, while Munster failed to get 
out of the group and then lost in 
the semi-finals of the Amlin Chal¬ 
lenge Cup at home to Harlequins.

Quins’ blueprint for beating Irish giants on Mallinder’s mind

JIM Mallinder thinks that his 
Northampton Saints side can 
match what Harlequins did in 
Europe last season and beat 
Munster on their own turf.

Di Resta ready 
to do the twist

PAUL Di Resta expects the twisty Yas 
Marina circuit to favour Force India when 
they head there for Sunday’s Abu Dhabi 
Grand Prix. 

The British rookie [pictured above] has 
drawn comparisons with the layout of 
the track at Singapore, where the 
Silverstone-based team had both drivers 
scoring points. It was there that Di Resta 
finished sixth - his best Formula One 
result to date - with team-mate Adrian 
Sutil two places behind him. 

He now believes that the team can 
enjoy similar success in Abu Dhabi this 
weekend as they aim for a strong finish 
to the 2011 season. 

Di Resta said: “There are definitely 
some similarities with Singapore so 
that’s a reason to be optimistic because 
the lack of high-speed corners seems to 
suit our package. It’s a very technical 
circuit with a lot of tight, low-speed 
corners and you need to be very precise 
with the car. There’s very little high¬ 
speed stuff, apart from the esses after 
turn one, but they are taken pretty much 
flat anyway.” 

Although he has not raced the circuit 
before, Di Resta has driven the Abu Dhabi 
venue during the end of year young 
driver and tyre tests. He is looking for a 
top ten finish on Sunday after missing 
out in India two weeks ago due to going 
for an aggressive tyre strategy that 
ultimately didn’t work out for him. 

“Sometimes it works for you and other 
times you have to take it on the chin,” said 
Di Resta. “Other than that the speed in 
the race was strong. The big picture is our 
position in the constructors’ 
championship so it was important that 
Adrian picked up the points. We said all 
along that the fight for sixth place would 
go down to the wire and we need to 
continue delivering in the next two races.” 

Meanwhile, the team have confirmed 
that British GP2 driver Max Chilton will 
test for the team in next week’s young 
driver test at the Yas Marina circuit. 

The 20-year-old, who completed a 
straight line aerodynamic test for Force 
India in September, will be involved in the 
session this week.

ENGLAND’S defeat to France in the 
Rugby World Cup quarter finals left 
Ben Foden feeling even worse than 
after Northampton Saints were 
steamrollered by Leinster’s second 
half comeback in the Heineken 
Cup final. 

The fullback, who scored a try at 
the Millennium Stadium in May’s 
final, and his Saints team-mates 
were left stunned that day by a 
Jonathan Sexton-inspired comeback 
that denied them the top prize in 
European club rugby. 

But Foden (pictured right) admit¬ 
ted the recent loss to the French hurt 
worse because there was a feeling 
that the national team could have 
achieved more than they did. 

He explained: “I think that feeling 
in the Heineken Cup final was 
because we gave it everything we 
could and nearly snuck out of the 
back door with the trophy. 

“Fair play to the Leinster boys, they 
really strapped it on and came out 
firing in the second half. When I look 
back on that game, I honestly think 
we couldn’t have given it any more. 

“We just weren’t quite up to it that 
year and Leinster just had the edge 
on us. Once they scored their first 
points, then got a bit of rhythm 
together and got the sway of the 
momentum then we were always 
struggling to get back into it - 
especially when they poked their 
noses in front. 

“It’s that resigned feeling where 
you think, ‘Oh Jesus, I don’t think 
we’re going to hold on any longer.’ 

“We went back into the changing 
rooms and obviously we were 
shocked and stunned because we 
came so close. We gave it everything 
and we can be proud of ourselves for 


the performances we put in. We’ll 
learn from it and it was a massive 
experience because not many of us 
had performed on that stage before. 
I think we’re all hungry to get back to 
there and hopefully go one further.” 

The off-the-field issues domi- 
nanted the headlines as much as 
what happened on the field during 
England’s time in New Zealand, with 
the RFU in turmoil and the antics of 
some of the squad members - 
including Foden’s Saints team¬ 
mates Dylan Hartley and Chris 
Ashton - coming under the glare of 
the international media. 

Foden does not believe those 
issues ultimately contributed to 
their exit in the last eight though. 
Instead he put it down to the team 
simply not performing to the best of 
their ability, particularly during the 
19-12 loss to finalists France. 

“For me, it just shows that when 
you’re playing international rugby at 
the highest level you need to be 100 
percent right from the off and for 80 
minutes,” he said. 

“Personally, the misunderstanding 
between me and Ben Youngs when 
[Vincent] Clerc scored that first try 
is something that will haunt me for 
the next four years of my career until 
hopefully, I get the chance to right 
that wrong. It’s bitterly disappoint¬ 
ing as to be involved such a massive 
occasion and to fall short like that. 
At the same time, the French are a 
very good side and they nearly went 
on to win the whole competition. 

“We weren’t really playing our best, 
especially in the first 40 minutes 
when they scored all of their points, 
and I think we left it too late to get 
back into the game. 

“It just shows that in international 
rugby, between the top six sides in 
the world there is nothing in it. If 
you’re not on the ball from the first 


whistle then you’re likely to come 
second in the competition.” 

And while he is keen to help put 
England back on the road to recov¬ 
ery when the Six Nations starts next 
February, his immediate focus in on 
Northampton and the start of their 
Heineken Cup campaign. 

First up are Irish giants Munster at 
their imposing home of Thomond 
Park, and having played two years 
ago for the Saints in the same tour¬ 
nament, he knows how much it will 
take to overcome them. 

Foden said: “We know that they’re 
a great team and they pride them¬ 


selves on the Heineken Cup - it’s 
what Munster are all about. They’re 
known as one of the best European 
teams in the competition, so we 
know we have got our work cut out 
for us at Thomond Park. 

“It has developed into this fortress 
- one that we haven’t managed to 
crack so far, but hopefully this time 
it will be different. 

“We know they’ve got a good 
squad, we know it’s going to take a 
massive effort for us to go over there 
and win, but it’s a challenge we are 
very much looking forward to.”

Northamptonshire County Council is switching 
off half of the county’s street lights to make a 
saving of £2m a year. 

Corby was the first area affected and has had 
3,800 lights turned off, sparking outrage in the 
town, with the launch of a Facebook protest page 
and a petition and marches calling for the lights 
to be switched back on, 

Thousands of residents have backed the protest 
and as 33,000 lights slowly get switched off 
across the county, more and more furious 
householders are joining the fight. 

So Clark, met with protesters Melanie Yule and 
Tony Clenaghan in Corby, and vowed to back 
their fight. 

He urged concerned residents from across the 
county to get in touch with him so the campaign 
can be stepped up. 

He said: “How will children walk home in the 


dark from school for instance? The protesters 
talked to me about the dozens of stories they 
have heard over the past few weeks, from the 
elderly too worried to go out at night, to an 
increase in crime, to accidents, even people 
thinking of giving up their jobs because they are 
too frightened to walk home along dark streets.” 
Mr Clark said the first modern street lights were 
installed in London in the 1880’s and led to an 
immediate drop in crime. He said: “He said the 
protesters told me they feel like they are back in 
the dark ages and they are right.”
